The Joint Committee on Reduc­ 
tion of Norn ssential Federal Ex ­ 
penditures, headed by Sen. By rd 
(D-Va.), reported there were 2,- 
566,3^8 civilians on the federal 
pay roll in October, a drop of 5,129 
from September. 
The trend of federal employ ­ 
ment has been sharply upward 
since the Korean War began in 
June, 1950. In that month it stood 
at 1,968,400. The trend was re­

SEOUL i/P)—U. S. Navy war- 
planes smashed four big Commu­ 
nist rail and supply targets on the 
doorstep of Manchuria Tuesday in 
the biggest seaborne raid of the 
Korean War. 
One of the strik es carried Amer­ 
ican planes on their northernmost 
raid of the war, to the limits of 
a Korean strip that juts up into 
Manchuria and is surrounded on 
three sides by that Chinese Red 
province. 
It also carried the Navy planes 
within 12 miles of Soviet Siberia 
and almost a.s far north as the 
Russian jjort of Vladivostok , which 
lies to the east. 
Targets were Hony ung, Musan, 
Najin and Hy esanjin. 
Panther jets, Sk y Raiders and 
Corsairs from the carriers Oris- 
k any , Bon Homme Richard and 
Essex 
destroy ed 
round 
houses, 
turntables, locomotives, box cars, 
buildings and supplies. 
Hony ung, the northernmost tar­ 
get, is within a few hundred y ards 
of the Manchurian border and is 
the port of entry to Korea for the 
major East Coast rail lines.

A New Booklet Traces the Development From Cultivation With a Sharpened 
Stick to the Present Era of Swift Plowing, Planting and Harvesting by Men 
Who Sit Down to Do Work That Meant Strenuous Toil for Predecessors.

Modern Am erica never serious­ 
ly worries about having enough 
to eat. Currently there is some 
apprehension 
about

surpluses than shortages. 
The credit for this abundance 
does not all go to the land. The 
United States has about 7 per cent 
of the w orld’s population and 6 
per cent of its land, which makes 
us about average in terms of land 
per person. But Am erica produces 
twice as much grain per capita as, 
for example, South Am erica and 
three times as much as Asia.

Often quoted figures nowadyas 
are that in Colonial times it took

cotton gin other than the gin itself 
is the cotton hull (burr) pile. I 
mention this w ithout casting any 
reflection on a few gins that reg­ 
ularly burn their hull piles. If this 
is any reflection on anyone it is 1 
on the farm ers who do not appre­ 
ciate their value for soil building 
purposes 
enough 
to haul 
them 
away so that gins would not be | 
forced to burn them. 
I think that there are enough 
farm ers in any community who 
appreciate the \a lu e of barnyard 
manure enough that a pile of 800 
tons free for the hauling would not 
last long. Yet a check made at most 
of the county cotton gins last week 
reveals that there is over 800 tons 
lying in gin yards now waiting to 
be hauled away. Some of tho -.in­ 
ners fear that they .are not going 
to get enough takers. It is import­ 
ant to know that one ton of cotton 
hulls (burrs) for soil-building pur- ' 
poses is worth just about as much 
as two tons of average barnyard 
m anure. 
To get the best results from cot­ 
ton hulls about IOO pounds of am ­ 
monium nitrate should bi* mixed 
in each ton as it is loaded If the 
straight nitrogen is not available 
or the* hulls arc being spread on 
land where soil tests show a de­ 
ficiency of phosphate or potash, 
use a hi;,h nitrogen content com­ 
plete fertilizer such as 400 lbs of 
8-8-8 or 250 lbs to 300 lbs of 12- 
12-12. There are two im portant' 
reasons why the fertilizer should 
be added. First, it greatly hastens 
tho decay of the hulls. A second 
reason comes from the fact that 
the decay producing bacteria con­ 
sumes nitrogen. Since the hulls 
alone 
do 
not 
usually 
contain 
enough to supply their needs, they 
will rob the adjacent soil of this | 
element, unless nitrogen in the 
form of fertilizers is supplied for 
this use. 
As a safety precaution cotton 
hulls should be spread only on 
land that is to go to cultivated 
crops. This is assurance that any i 
weed seed, such as that of Johnson 
grass will be destroyed by cultiva­ 
tion while in the seeding stage. 
Just before I wrote this, Robert 
Larkins, Jr., of East Prairie called 
to ask w hat value cotton hull ash­ 
es have as fertilizer. This is a good I 
question. Tests run at the Missouri 
College of Agriculture Laborator­ 
ies indicate that one ton of freshly 
burned un leached ashes contains 
the approxim ate equivalent of G(") 
lbs. of 0-10-20 It rtiliber worth at 
current 
fertilizer 
prices 
about 
$18.00. On the other hand since 
the potash and some phosphate is 
leached out 
very rapidly from \ 
rain, ashes that has been exposed I 
to tho w eather for some time may j 
contain more nearly tho equivalent 
of 250 lbs of 0-20-20 fertilizer.

The hoe probably has been re­ 
garded by more farm boys as an 
instrument of torture than has any 
other farm tool. It has been the 
cause of many lads’ leaving the 
farm to seek other employment. 
Anyone who has worked through 
a sweltering day in head-high corn 
w ill have full sympathy with the 
deserter. 
The first wheel cultivator came 
in 1846. It was a 1-row affair. In 
1856 there followed the first strad­ 
dle-row cultivator, which cultivat­ 
ed both sides ol the corn row at 
once.

In 1860 an Illinois farm paper re­ 
ported “ the first actual success in 
steam plowing in Am erica.” 
Tractor production as a large

have had its beginning in 1906, 
when eleven companies were in 
business. Tractors went through 
a long series of improvements, and 
by the end of W orld W a r I a m a­ 
chine had been developed that had 
general use on the farm.

is the cotton hull (b u rr) pile. I 
mention this without casting any 
reflection on a few gins that reg­ 
ularly burn their hull piles. If this 
is any reflection on anyone it is i 
on the farmers who do not appre­ 
ciate their value for soil building 
purposes 
enough 
to 
haul 
them 
aw ay so that gins would not be 
forced to burn them. 
I think that there are enough 
farmers in any community who 
appreciate the value of barnyard 
manure enough that a pile of 800 
tons free for the hauling would not 
last long. Yet a check made at most 
of the county cotton gins last week 
reveals that there is over 800 tons 
lying in gin yards now wail ini. to 
be hauled away. Some of the pin­ 
ners fear that they are not going 
to get enough takers. It is import­ 
ant to know that one ton of cotton 
hulls (burrs) for soil-building pur- j 
poses is worth just about as much 
as two tons of average barnyard 
manure. 
To get the best results from cot­ 
ton hulls about 100 pounds of am­ 
monium nitrate should be mixed 
in each ton as it is loaded. If the 
straight nitrogen is not available 
or the hulls are being spread on 
land where soil tests show a de­ 
ficiency of phosphate or potash, 
use a high nitrogen content com­ 
plete fertilizer such as 400 lbs of 
8-8-8 or 250 lbs to 300 lbs of !2- 
12-12. There are two im portant; 
reasons why the fertilizer should 
be added. First, it greatly hastens 
the decay of the hulls. A second 
reason comes from the fact that 
the decay producing bacteria con­ 
sumes nitrogen. Since the hulls 
alone 
do 
not 
usually 
contain 
enough to supply their needs, they 
w ill rob the adjacent soil of this \ 
element, unless nitrogen 
in the 
form of fertilizers is supplied for 
this use. 
As a safety precaution cotton ; 
hulls should be spread only on 
land that is to go to cultivated 
crops. This is assurance that any . 
weed seed, such as that of Johnson 
grass w ill be destroyed by cultiva­ 
tion while in the seeding stage.

Larkins, Jr., of East Prairie called 
to ask what valla cotton hull ash­ 
es have as fertilizer. This is a good | 
question. Tests run at the Missouri 
College o! Agriculture Laborator­ 
ies indicate that one ton of freshly 
burned unleached ashes contains
